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Editorial Visits. } 

In the stirring days of California 
mining, Downieville was among the 
most thriving towns of the state. We 
remember it well in ’50, only as a place 


for temporary purpose, of poles, shakes 
and canvas, to accommodate four or five 


thousand summer adventurers, all say- 
ing that none could remain during the 
terrible snows of winter. Situated at 
the bottom of a vast cafion far up the 
Yuba river, around it rose the great 
mountains, towering, not in peaks, but 
in solid mass four thousand, feet on, 
every side, through which a zigzagy 
gorge carried away the waters of the 
rushing river. At a point where two 
main forks came together, forming por- 
tions of small level plats, stood the 
town, with scattering large pines left 
standing over its site, while immediately 
around and up the high mountain sides, 
everywhere, great forests of these noble 
trees extended in all their gee 
beauty. 

Now the mighty eepntbin remain 
the same, and the same rushing, roar- 
ing river, but the old forests are all 
gone, and the old people are gone; we 
know not that a soul of them is -yet 
here, while a pleasant, quiet, good vil- 
lage exists, built in civilized manner; a 
worthy class of good people with their 
families make this their home, and the 
towering mountain sides around are 
covered with a dense growth of under- 
brush and chaparral. All the small 
plats are occupied, either by great heaps 
of mining cleansed bowlder rocks, or| 
by carefully cultivated building lots, 


yards, and fine, rich} productive or- 
chards of all kinds of fruits, apples, 
pears, peaches, plums and cherries, 
with all varieties of berries, vines and 
vegetables growing in great abundance. 
As the shiretown of Sierra county, and 
a central business point of yet great 
mining interests, Downieville must 
always be a good mountain village and 
a region of fine, healthy, romantic, 
stirring, mountaineers, who, with all

among the noblest people of the world. 
Formerly there were both Congrega- 
tional and Methodist churches here, 
with excellent pastors, but in the dimin-| 
ishing of the population by a great 
portion of the miners moving away, 
the Congregationalists were left few in 
numbers, so that theirminister accepted 
a call to where his christian labors 
would reach a four times larger popu- 
lation. In the union of the two con- 
gregations the Methodist yet have a fair, 
good, audience and flourishing Sunday 
school. There is, here, a fine organi- 
zation of Good Templars, with also Odd 
Fellow and Masonic orders. Their day 
school is large and well conducted, 
with two departments é¢ontaining some 
ninety pupils. In all the general inter- 
ests of permanent settled society, Dow- 
nieville may be classed among the first 
of towns in the mountains. 

From here we ascended. the oval 
fork of the river, along its yast cafion 
gorge, up some twenty-eight miles east 
to the summit of the great Sierra range, 
and over by a beautiful pass down into 
the greatest mountain valley of the 
state, called Sierra Valley. It is very 
level, almost as the surface of a lake; 
thirty miles. long; in; portions twelve 
miles wide; with many branches run- 
ning irregularly. out into fhe surround- 
ing steep and.lofty, mountains; nine

Six or seven central places of business 
are springing up in the valley, as Ran- 

dolph, Sierraville, Smith’s Neck, Sum-| 
mit and afew others. The'two first are 
near together, in the southern portion, 

near the real head of.the valley, and 
are already good, pleasant villages. 

About midway between them they have 
a fair school house which answers for 
both of them, forschool and for church. 

They haye no Sunday school, but have 
had preaching by the Methodists, one in 
two or three weeks. Yet there are a 
good number in the region who wish 
for able services in the worship of God 
each week, and express a willingness to 
act vigorously in the support of a per- 
manent christian Bishop and pastor. 

In the whole valley, we should think, 

there may be settled a hundred and 
twenty families. A vigorous movement 
for the advancement of temperance was 
just being commenced by a stirring 
order of the Good Templars, for which, 

as for every good work, we could wish 
the greatest success. 

Thirty miles northwest of this largé 
valley are two smaller ones, each from 
twelve to eighteen miles in length, nar- 
row, crooked and branching, with high 
mountains around them; with steeper 
precipices shutting them in; romantic, 
beautiful, productive regions, called 
Indian Valley and American Valley, 
lovely oases amidst great, rugged, wild 


are all occupied in farms, for 
eadows and grain fields, supporting a 
hundred and fifty or two, hundred set- 
tled families. In Indian Valley are two 
fair towns, the oldest, Taylerville, at the 
southeastern end. This is a well built, 
pleasant village, the principal place of 
business, with a good day school, reg- 
ular preaching on alternate Sabbaths 
and a resident Methodist Minister. The 
other town is Greenville, twelve miles 
to the northeast; not so large as the 
other, but more romantic; in the midst 
of pine forests, but supported mostly by 
rich quartz gold mining in the region. 
Mr. H. ©. Bidwell has been most per- 
sistently and vigorously engaged in de- 
veloping the rich veins cutting through

Eighteen miles of a lofty range lie 
between this valley and the American 
Valley, to the southwest, of almost 
identical features with the first. Its 
only town is a large and very pleasant 
village called Quincy, the shiretown of 
the county, with a good school, a resi- 
dent Methodist minister, Rev. Mr. An- 
derson, a Good Templar temperance 
organization, two weekly newspapers, 
lawyers, doctors,‘ storekeepers, hotel 
landlords, etc.;a good, homelike set- 
tled town. From here has been built 
one of the most admirable wagon 
roads we have known of in the Sierras, 
out to La Port, nearly thirty miles to 
the south, built up over high and rug- 
ged mountains, across deep rocky cafi- 
ons; a real wonder, when we remember 
how impossible such @ ‘thing used to 
appear to us as we climbed, in years 
past, the steep, difficult trails through 
this broken region.

or go from here with a team in winter. ; 
But, this fall Mr. Hoopér intends to., 
move the factory down to Pleasant Val- . 
ley. He now employs twelve or four- 
teen white men and from forty to fifty ' 
Chinamen. There are six families here; 
but, as they are not yery sociable, we): 
do not see.each other very often. We: 
have two boarding houses here, and | 
when a new boarder comes to Stone: 
breaker they are both very anxious to 
get him; so there is considerable rivalry 
and jealousy between the landlords. | 
We have quite a band of musicians | 
here. There is one melodean, there 
are two or three violins, ‘s banjo and a 
clarionet in the place. And so, ‘‘Oft 
in the stilly night” the ‘sweet nrusic 
comes togreet us. We have no church 
or Sunday school, and I believe there 
is only one religious family in the place. 
‘This is one of the healthiest regions in 
the state. Nearly all the families here 
come for their health. Sometimes I 
think it might be called the dirtiest 
‘place in the state. We have no fruit, | 
except what is brought here from other | 
regions. Teams come from Pleasant 
Valley and Diamond Springs, with 
fruit and vegetables every week. 

One of the chief beauties of the 
place is the little stream of cold, clear ' 
water, known as Stonebreaker creek. | 
It runs within thirty feet of our door, | 
and abounds in trout. There are deer, 
bears, wolves and foxes around here, 
and a great many mountain quail, squir- 
rels and chipmunks. It is nothing | 
uncommon for the men to kill a rattle- 
snake four or five feet long, or in turn- 
ing over a stick or stone to find a 
‘scorpion, centipede or tarantula. One 
evening, on going into my bedroom, I | 
found a tarantula running over the bed; | 
and another evening, as a lady friend 
and myself were sitting in the parlor, 
we heard something crawling up the 
wall, and on looking for it, we wete 
‘surprised and horrified to see a gigantic 
centipede crawling up the side of the) 
room. It was at least six inches long, 
and half an inch broad. 

We had some terrific thunder storms 
up here this, season. In one of these. 
storms. the lightning struck two trees 
near here and tore thém ‘all to pieces.’ , 
Indians often pass through here on 
their way. to, gather wild plums and 
hazel nuts in’ thse mountains. They, 
are the most degraded race of people I’ 
ever saw. A large number of people 
have passed through here on their way i 
to and from Silvér Lake, where they . 
spend the summer, fishing and hunting.

A large number of Aux- 
iliaries and friends had been called, to 
meet in the old Brick Church chapel.

Some time before the audience had 
convened, Mrs. E. was present, com- 
prehending very fully that on the de- 
cisions of the day might rest the whole 
future of the society, its continued suc- 
cess or utter defeat.

The Apostle calls it mod- 
estly a “‘ light”—that is, simply the 
light of a ‘‘lamp.” It does not dispel | 
all darkness, but simply shines out into 
it, so that one can see his way safely, if 
he is careful to carry it and walk in its 
beams, The Psalmist describes it in 
the same way—‘‘ Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my 
path.” It does not give any snch light | 
that my Bible will be sufficient for my 
neighbor, so that he will not need one. 
Each, for the purposes of salvation, 
must carry the lamp for himself. Nor 
does it give any such light, that one 
may hurry on without heed to his ways, 
and be sure to walk safely. Butitisa 
lamp shining in a dark place, and it is 
well if each one gives heed to it for him- 
self. For certain social purposes, it is 
true, the meeting. and. blending rays 
from many lamps produce a continuous 
dim light in christian lands, which is in 
marked contrast with pagan lands. 
This general light, however, is only suf- 
ficient to reveal more clearly certain 
things relating to. virtue, and civiliza- 
tion, and temporal welfare, and does 
not make clear the way to heaven. To 
find that each must have his own lamp.

| AField for our Agricultural Colleges, 


Colleges to make -o farmers are not 
dar in this country. Those which 
been started and endowed with vette 
ment grants have met with a limited 
success. With two or three exceptions 
they have not attracted pupils to. any 
considerable extent, and appear to have 
made no impression upon the commu- 
nity of cultivators. e farmers seem 
not to have any appreéiation*of the 
privileges offered for their sons, and 
the professors have not hit upon the 
right methods of making scienffic agri- 
culture available forthe masses. Farm- 
ers, as a rule, read and think more than 
they did twenty years ago, but the great 
majority are still in doubt whether the 
business pays, and generally educate 
their children for other callings. Most: 


_ of the pupils in our agricultural schools, 


we are informed, are not the sons of 
farmers, and have no definite purpose 
to live by the cultivation of the soil. 
Yet there is great need of a class of 
young men in this country which these 


p colleges ought to furnish. In Europe 


there is a constant demand for intelli- 
gent foremen to manage large landed 
estates, and it is the aim of the 
cultural schools established there to 
ueet this demand. There is a call for 
sich men here, but no one knows where 
find them. They were needed upon 
the large cotton plantationsof the South 


fi before the war, and the want was im- 
perfectly met. 


Though knowing noth- 
ig of the science of cultivation, the 
overseers did understand the ‘rade 
methods of raising cotton which pre- 
vailed there, and the driving of slaves, 
and were well paid for it.

Manure the Test of Good 


We farm for profit as a rule, however 
many’ exceptions’ there may be. | This, 
profit which we-ell seek eomesfrom the 
sale of the products of the land, or from 
that of animals fed upon them. This di- 
vides farming operations into two class- 
és, and determines the nature of them, 
and the system pursued upon different 

fields of the 
same farm. By far the greater number 
of farmers pursue a mixed system, de- 
riving their income in part from crops 
sold, and in part from animal products. 
With such animal manure is a necessity , 
jand the success of a farmer may be pre- |} 
dicted upon the amount he makes and 
uses. A temporary exception to this 
rule isseen on some of the virgin lands 
of the West, and wherever apparently 
inexhaustible fertility of soil renders 
manure superfluous. Where a system 
of green manuring for wheat and Indi- 
an corn, with the addition of lime and 
plaster, and perhaps bone dust occas- 
ionally,- is sufficient with good tillage | 
farmers have an 
economical substitute for animal man- 
ures. This system may often be profi- 
tably applied to ‘‘our-fields,” and oc- 
casionly to entire farms.

Thus far since harvest our receipts of breedstufl aggre- | 
gate something over three million centals, being very nearly 
vailing rates paid for choice Wheat have ranged since 
lst, front $i 88@2— averaging, perhaps, $1 95 for the best 
grades, amd for mixed and inferior parcels, $1 5%. We doubt 
if a single entire cargo of good merchantable Wheat has 
been exported this harvest below the cost of $I 85 # oti, as 
an entirety. These prices are much higher than the most 
sanguine dared to hope for early in the season, and is mainly 
the result of the large Australian demand which set in 
early and continued until competition from New York and 


Liverpool bayers drove prices above reason and far beyond j 


rates warranted by the necessities of the times in any of the 


general! withdrawal of all Fastern and F or the 
purchasing limits so reduced for both Flour and Wheat 
that at this writing exporters of breadstaff are about out of 
themarket. 

We have already been visited by the first rains of the sea- 
son, doing more or less damage to the grain now exposed in 
the fields unthreshed and to the many thousands of tons 
sacked and corded up in the interior awaiting transporta- 
tion to the city. The Wheat offerings of choice quality 
during the week past have been in excess of any like period 


ing to-pay the-extrem® rates asked by holders. At the 
same time, parcels of Wheat of inferior quality are rapidly 
accumulating, considerably in excess of mill requirements ; 
prices, in sequence, are cheapening in a much grea 
ratio than for lots of choice quality. Prices at the close 
cupy a wider range than heretofore during the season. 
Stocks of Flour and Wheat in city warehouses are inconsid- 
erable, yet we see no reason to change our predictions re- 
garding the largeness of the Wheat crop. The surplus 
promises to be even greater than the means of exportation 
will suffice from now until next harvest. Our latest Liver- 
pool quotation for Wheat to date is 12s 7d; freights, £3. 
New York price, $2 #@2 70 currency; freight, $16@17 ® 
ton. There is some Extra Flour going to New York by the 
opposition steamer at $1 50 B® bbi, though it 1s pretty gen- 
erally understood that freights via Panama are to be ad- 
vanced on and after the lst proximo. 

The receipts of Barley show considerable increase of late, 
while the demand from brewers and others is not up to 
general expectation. Prices, in consequence, exhibit some 
decline from rates ruling last month. Stocks are, however, 
well concentrated and large holders sanguine as to future 
high prices. Oregon, quite unexpectedly, ie sending down 
liberally of her Oat surplus, the quality generally being bet- 
ter than the average of this year’s California crop. The 
steamer Oriflamme has about 8,000 centals now afloat. This 
supply, compled with libers! zeceipts of inferior from the 
terior of our own State, has a very depressing effect upon 
the market, and may result in lowering prices to a ship- 
ping rate, when the market will find relief. In speaking of 
Oregon crops, it may be well to remark, in this connection, 


that the intention of the people of that State is to press |" 


forward their Flour and Grain at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. To this end the Willamette Woolen Manufacturing 
Co., of Salem, Oregon, have at this date a party in this city 
making arrangements for the establishment of a permanent 
local agency for the sale of their products. The Salem | 
Flouring Mill will have a depot im this city for the regular 
sale of their superior Extra Flour, ite reputation being al- 
ready established here, as well as in New York and Boston. 
Hay arrives very freely, but the great bulk of it is inferior 
in quality and difficult of disposal. Bran and Middlings are 
plenty and prices decidedly lower. The price of Oil Cake 
Meal is, however, maintained at $30 @ ton. Potatoes and 
Onions are more liberal in supply and prices are easier to 
the buyer. Beans and Corn are also cheaper, particularly 
the former. Mustard Seed comes forward very sparingly, 
not equal to the wants of shippera Woc!l is in active re- 
quest, buyers eagerly purchasing all that is offered at some 
advance on rates hitherto paid for the fall clip. Hides are 
salable to the extent of the receipts and at full prices. 
Tallow is scarce and wanted. Leather moves off steadily at 
our quotations. Dairy Products are at present both scarce 
and high. 

In connection with our agricultural products, it may be 
stated that the fruit crop of the present year has proved 
both abundant and healthful. Asa consequence the prices 
of fruits of all kind have ruled low, placing them within the 
reach ofall. The vintage has been especially prolific and 
the Grapes very fine, rendering it probable that unusual 
quantities of Wine and Brandy will be made the present 
autumn. The Wool clip has been large and of superior 
quality, much of the lower grades being taken for use in our 
local factories... The Hop has yielded enormously, many 
growers gathering nearly a ton to the acre, the labor of rais- 
ing and curing in this country being comparatively small. 
A good many Raisins of fair quality have been dried, the 
business, owing to greater experience on the part of those 
engaged in it, having proved more successful this year than 
last. The Silk business, after many disappointments and 
delays, has at length become fairly inaugurated in this State 
with a most promising future before it. The production of 
vegetable oils has also got a firm foothold, the plants that | 
yield them thriving remarkably well on most of our soils. 
Some progress has also been made in the culture of Flax 
and Hemp, and it has recently transpired that the common 
malva, heretofore considered a worthless weed encumber- 
ing the ground in the shape of a vine, will probably yield a 
valuable textile both for the manufacture of fabrics and 
paper. A patent to secure the exclusive right to utilize 
this plant has been applied for and great importance is,at- 
tached to the discovery by practical manufacturers of cord- 
age and paper. The weed grows on most of the rich all dvial 
lands of the State with a facility that has heretofore ren- 
dered it a nuisance. Viewed as a whole, California has per- 
haps never enjoyed a year of greater abundance and physi- 
cal prosperity than the present has proved thus far. Never 
before has labor o all kinds beem in such steady demand, 
or prices been so remunerative. Our mines have yielded up 
their accustomed stores of wealth, while the earth has pro- 
duced with a generosity amounting to profusion. Our 
flocks and herds have been exempt from disease and multi- 
plied with their usual fecundity. The health of our people 
has been good, coramerce has flourished, and our interior 
trade has been active, while large and desirable accessions 
have been made to the permanent population of the State.
